These external processes, how- 
ever, only attain their full sig- 
nificance owing to the fact that 
behind Wall street there are, in 
addition, certain specialized forces 
at work in Europe, which, under 
the guise of religion or other per- 
suasions for promoting human 
welfare, have formed themselves 
into powerful associations. 

These bodies wish to deprive 
the peoples of Europe of their 
consciousness of blood _ relation- 
ship and of their political, cultural 
and economic independence, Pan- 
Europe is to arise under the su- 
pervision of the League of Na- 
tions, which is, at the expense of 
the sovereignty of states, to be 
equipped with far-reaching gov- 
erning powers and to have its own 
army and its own police. In this 
Pan-Europe the present sovereign 
states are to be only self-govern- 
ing economic provinces. Out of 
the pure-bred nations a mass of 
slaves of mixed blood is to arise. 
Indeed, these forces go still far- 
ther; these nations are to be de- 
prived of their mother tongue and 
are to be given the same faith 
as is based on_ the laws of Noah.

Urges Enlightenment. 

It may safely be said that ev- 
erything is being turned topsy- 
turvy in Europe, much of it vis- 
ibly, but still more invisibly. The 
press ventures in few cases to call 
anything by its proper name, al- 
though it should be its duty to 
enlighten the peoples. The ful- 
fillment of this duty is the first 
essential condition for the pacifi- 
cation and welfare of Europe. 

Before the World War, every 
statesman conscious of his re- 
sponsibility had an aversion for 
the so-called disarmament confer- 
ences, because they suffered from 
obvious insincerity and deep im- 
morality. It is immoral to pre- 
scribe for a Nation what it may 
undertake for its own defense; 
that can be determined only by 
each natjon itself. In this, for in- 
stance, lies a part of the immense 
immorality of the Versailles dic- 
tation. Nothing illustrates this 
better than the fact that the so- 
called victor States do not in the 
least honestly envisage disarma- 
ment, although they bound them- 
selves to do so. 

Nothing is more unworthy and 
more shameless than the disarma- 
ment comedy at Geneva. Not in 
the armaments is the cause of the 
unrest in Europe to be sought, 
but in the immorality in politics 
which I here briefly summarize in 
one single instance; morality in 
politics is the first and foremost 
condition precedent to the pacifi- 
cation and welfare of Europe,

Early this ya, 
however, it was closed for recon- 
struction and transformed into a 
beautiful gravel boulevard over 
which it is a pleasure to 4ri--. 
Especially is this true as the road 
winds along the shore of Laks 
Killarney—on one side of the roud 
the expanse of silvery lake, on the 
other, hugging clese the towering 
bulk of Shepherd Mountain. 

The opening of the new route 
gives motorists two good roads inte 
Arcadia Valley. The one most fre- 
quentiy used in fhe past, through 
Fiat River, Bismarck, Middlebrook 
and Pilot Knob ‘to _Jronton—Ar- 
Cadia—ef most historical interest

Many such 
conflicts were staged in Arcadia 
Valley as well as in other portions 
of the State. One battle howe 
ever,-a major engagement, is sig- 
nificent in that it marked the last 
attempt of the Conferderates ta 
win over, Missouri. 

This last great movemefit of 
Confederate troops through the 
State was in 1864 when Price 
raided Missouri.

One of Its Virtues. 


It Is There With the Speed, but the Remarkable Thing Is Its 
Easy Riding and Steering Qualities—Gas Economy Also Is

ARLY this year, when the new 
F Fora made its first appearance 

in St. Louis, the writer was 
privileged to ride in the car over 
an interior course at the factory 
here. Since that time it has been 
desired to take one on the open 
road to “see wiht it would do.” 
This desire was z-atified the past 
week when, through the courtesy 
of the Brodhead Motor Car Co., 
Lincoln-Ford dealer here, one of 
the new cars, a four-door sedan, 
was placed at the chronicler’s dis- 
posal. 


There’s about as much difference 
between the new model A Ford 
and the old model T as there is 


between the well known hare and 
the tortoise. Speed, of course, has 
been the most-talked-of thing about 
the new car. It has that—all Mr. 
Motorist cares to utilize. But the 
real pleasant thing about driving 
the car is its remarkable roadabil- 
ity, its riding comfort and ease of 
steering. 

It was said of the old model T 
that one could ride in it providing 


one’s physical makeup was stanch 
enough to stand up to the rigors 
of incessant jolting and bumping. 
Owners of cars of that model can 
attest that the car would go any- 
where, but that it was pretty 
rough riding off the smooth high- 
ways.

Now about speed: The new Medel 
A will actually go 65 m. p. h.— 
that was a speedometer reading. 
And at that speed one rides as 


easily and as safely as at a lower 
speed. Remember the old Mode! T. 
At 45 m. p. h. one clattered along 
the road and the sensation was 
that anything might happen at any 
moment. And how the old engine 
roared! There’s some vibration. of 
course, in the new car at 65 m. p. 
h.—there naturally would be since 
it’s a four-cylinder job. But it’s not 
an unpleasant vibration, and if one 
sticks to a good speed of about 55

hattan Island, elimination of street 
cars on “at least two of the main 
cross-town streets and substitution 
of busses, reduction of taxes, wid- 
ening of essential streets, limita- 
tion of building heights in con- 
gested areas, raising of railroad 
crossings, diversions of traffic from 
congested spots to others less con- 
gested and roundabout ferry routes, 
to avoid some of the more import- 
ant recommendations made by the 
foundation. 

If all these were adopted, it is 
said, the city and its 400 surround- 
ing communities in an area within 
a 50-mile radius could take care 
of 20,000,000 people easily.

A statement in behalf of the 
association follows, in part: 

“The right of communities to 
have local broadcasting stations, 
as they have local newspapers, is 
at stake. No one would suggest 
that 50 smaller newspapers be de- 
stroyed to make room for a single 
national magazine, Yet the Federal 
‘Radio Commission has announced 
that 162 radio stations must be 
taken off the air, and that several 
hundred* more must be destroyed 
later, to make room for the larger 
broadcasting stations which the 
commission believes should be 
given exclusive rights. 

“According to the Commission's 
plans, 50 of these smaller broad- 
casters would have to be wiped 
out to make room for a single 
high powered station.

Western Part of Trans-Conti- 
nental Air Route Being 
Equipped to Use Them. 


Radio is providing a new job— 
that of airplane dispatcher. 

Much like his predecessor, who 
is responsible for the operation of 
trains without conflict in schedules, 
his task will be to keep airplanes 
going in the right direction and to 
give aid in cases of emergency. 
But the land wires the train di- 
rector uses are not to be part of 
the system. Radio will be the link 
between ground and airplane, 

On the western sector of the 
transcontinental air route, ground 
radiophone stations are being set 
up. and a dispatcher will be in 
chargé of each. 

Most of the directing by radio 
will be done at night, when a pilot 
must depend on his compass or 
light beacons spaced at intervals 
along his route. These beacons are 
erected on towers and contain 
lights with a candlepower of 4,- 
000,000. 

At the outset, the airplane dis- 
patching equipment will provide 
for only one-way voice communics3- 
tion. From a ground radiophone 
the dispatchcr’s voice is loud and 
clear in an airplane receiver. How- 
ever, for his responses, the pilot 
will’ use wireless telegraphy. as 
weight of an effiicent phone set 
js too great for practical purposes 
in the air.

Sign for Yellowstone 
Park Camping Trip—rTrain- 
ing Begins This Week. 


The longest and most. compre- 
hensive outdoor activity of the St. 
Louis Boy Scouts Council, that of 
the Tepee or all-summer campers, 
will begin nine weeks of touring 
and camping next Saturday, when 
between 50 end 60 first-class merit 
badze scouts will leave for their 
first camp, at Irondale, Mo.

weeks bus tour of the West, in- 
cluding a visit to Yellowstone 
ark, 

The Tepee Camp was organized 
last year by the local scout council 
to accommodate boys who wished 
to spend the entire summer in 
camp. AS an experiment, the 
scouts were taken on a bus tour to 
Washington, D. C., the tour proy- 
ing so successful that a decision 
was reached to hold another. this 
year, on a larger scale and with 
better equipment, Two new 25- 
passenger buses and a complete 
truck-mounted. traveling kitchen 
were purchased, and the trip to 
the Yellowstone planned. Only 
merit badge scouts of first-class

rank are permitted to join the Te- 


pee group, as it is necessary that 
all members be experienced camp- 
ers. . 

Two Weeks of Training. 

The scouts will spend two weeks 
at Irondale in training for the 
tour. The campers will cross Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa, 
or long runs by bus, but 
thesa will be shortened through 
the Black Hills of South Dakota. 
A swing will be made into Mon- 
tana, and the party will nter Yel- 
lowstone Park from the North. 
About 10 days will be spent in the 
park. The route on the return will 
go thnough Jackson’s Hole, Chey- 
enne at rodeo time, Denver, Colo- 
rado Springs, Pike’s Peak, and the 
Garden of the Gods. 

The final two weeks of the 
will be spent at Big Springs State 
Park, near Van Buren, Mo., 
the party will return to St. 
Sept. 1. 

Besides two new busses, the car- 
avan will consist of the 20-passen- 
ger bus used last year, the travel- 
ing kitchen and two commissary 
trucks to carry the tents and food 
supplies of the outfit as a whole 
and all individual luggage. The 
traveling kitchen, with two chefs, 
is specially built, with range, ice- 
box, tables and other equipment so 
arranged that cooking may be 
done while the truek is in motion.

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Czar’s Sweetheart FLINGS AWAY 
FORTUNE and Starts Anew,, 


Mathilde Ksheshinska Once Swayed the 
Russian Throne and Later 


Married a Grand Duke 


—Now She’s Just

Grand Duchess Andre Vladimirovitch 
is receiving strange and unusual vis- 
itors in her sumptuous villa on the 
Cote d’Azur—people who a_e few 
inonths ago would have been summa- 
rily turned away by the haughty door- 
man. In the luxurious drawing room, 
where she had so often been hostess 
to. visiting rovalties at strictly formal 
receptions, plebeian real estate agents 
and shockingly informal antique deal- 
ers are asking blunt questions as to 
the knock-down price of the Villa 
Alam and its furniture. On the spa- 
cious veranda, where formerly only 
members of the Romanoff dynasty 
had had the privilege of lounging at 
5 o'clock tea, theatrical managers and 
iimpresarios are discussing the details 
of a certain contract in which her Im- 
perial Highness figures merely as “the 
party of the second part.”’ 

The Grand Duchess, once the 
wealthiest member of the exiled Ro- 
manoff family, is selling what was 
left after her financial debacle, and 
is preparing for a theatrical engage- 
ment, scheduled to begin next fall in 
Paris. She is giving up her jewels, 
her villa at Cap d’Ail, even her name 
and title. For the woman who will 
make her bow at the Grand Opera will 
not be the Grand Duchess’ Andre 
Viadimirovitch, but simply Mathilde 
Ksheshinska, danseuse, who a genera- 
tion ago was a celebrated artist. 

It is a coincidence that the date of 
Mme. Ksheshinska’s return to. the 
stage will mark the fortieth anniver- 
sary of her debut in a unique and 
spectacular career. 

It was in the fall of 1888 that the 
“Divine Mathilde” first set foot on the 
stage of the Imperial Marien Theater 
in St. Petersburg. What lies between 
that date and the present is the 
extraordinary story of her life, a true 
romance, replete with the elements of 
historical drama. Hers has been, and 
still is, a life more crowded with dra- 
matic events and fantastic turns than 
perhaps that of any other woman in 
modern history. For more than two 
decades Mme. Ksheshinska dominated 
not only the stage of Russia, but she 
was a brilliant star in the firmament 
of Russian life in general. The con- 
quests of her art and beauty took in 
not only the Russian people, but also 
the heart of their ruler. 


HE present Grand Duchess who 
is planning her return to. the 
stage was the first love and 
eventually the morganatic wife of 
Czar Nicholas II. She was the mys- 
terlous power behind his throne for 
over 20 years. Favorite of the Em- 
peror and adored artist of the millions, 
Once the mistress of unlimited wealth 
and now a penniless exile, she should 
undoubtedly qualify as ‘the most 
extraordinary woman of the past 60 
years,’ as she is called by those of 
her fellow countrymen who know the 
story of her career. 

Mathilde Ksheshinska comes of a 
family which for generations has fig- 
ured in the artistic life of Russia. Her 
father was master of the Imperial Bal- 
Mathilde was nat- 
urally destined for the theater, and 
when 16 she appeared in a minor role 
on the stage, and was well received. 
A year later = she 
danseuse of the opera ballet corps. 

About that time the Imperial Ballet 
was sent to Warsaw. There was a 
gala performance, and the. honored 
Kuest was the Czarevitch Nicholas Al- 
exandrovitch, heir to the throne. The 
Czarevitch, at that time a young man 
in his twenties, watched the perform- 
ance from the imperial box. He 
seemed interested solely in the dans- 
euse. When the second act was over.

Ksheshinska 
moved into her new residence, and 
from that time the Czarevitch was 
much in Peterhof, at the palace of his 
Uncle Constantin. 

Nothing disturbed the idyll of the 
Czarevitch and the danseuse for about 
two years. Mlle. Ksheshinska con- 
tinued to appear in the ballet, and be- 
came the leading star of the ensem- 
ble. Nicholas visited her every day. 
It was not merely a fleeting passion 
which bound him to the girl. He found 
in her a fine and understanding com- 
rade, with whom he could even dis- 
cuss affairs of state and politics. He 
came to regard himself as not only the 
lover, but the husband of Mathilde. 
Their love match, of which two sons 
were born, was virtually a marriage. 
At last the insistence of the Czar that 
his son marry according to the inter- 
ests of the dynasty became so strong 
that Nicholas was forced to tell every- 
thing to his mother and ask the Czar- 
ina for help. The only thing, how- 
ever, the Czarina could do was to delay 
the marriage plans of the Czar for a 
few months, 

The continuous evasion, and the re- 
peated assurances of the Czarina that 
the Czarevitch was too young to mar- 
ry, finally aroused the suspicions of 
Alexander III. The secret police re- 
ceived an order to find out whether 
the Czarevitch had any clandestine 
love affair, and when they reported 
that His Imperial Highness was living 
with the dancer Ksheshinska in a villa 
at Peterhof, the Czar. took character- 
istic action. He sent for the Czare- 
vitch and told him he was to marry 
l’rincess Alix of Hesse within two 
months. The Czarevitch rebelled. 

“If I marry anybody,” he sald, ‘‘it 
will be the woman I love: She is the 
mother of my two boys, and I con-

sider myself der husband.’ 

The Czar, enraged, threatened _ tc 
send Mathilde and all her family to 
Siberia; and when the Czarevitch re- 
torted that in such case he would re- 
nounce his right to the throne and fol- 
low her into exile, Alexander III raised 
his hafd and struck his son in the face. 


HE appearance of the Czarina 

put an end to the painful scene, 

which so affected the nerves of 

the Emperor that he fell ill. Nicholas 
planned hurriedly for the future. 

He knew his father was capable 
of making good his threat and send- 
ing Mathilde to Siberia. The Czar- 
evitch prepared for the ultimate 
possibility. With the aid of the 
yrand Duke Constantin he left the 
capital secretly with Mlle. Ksheshin- 
ska. They journeyed as far as Kal- 
isch, a small town near the German 
border, where a priest performed a 
marriage ceremony and made Ma- 
thilde the legal wife of the heir to 
the throne. Nicholas was determined 
that if the Czar should insist upon 
Mathilde’s exile, he would cross the 
frontier and send his letter of renun- 
Ciation from Germany to his father. 
For three days the Czarevitch and his

wife waited in the miserable border 
tuwn. At last there came a: message 
from Uncle Constantin: 

“The Czarina sends word that the 
(‘zar will not employ coercive meas- 
ures. Mathilde can live unmolested in 
l’eterhof. You will be sent on a trip 


around the world.”’ 


The Czarevitch’s trip around the 
world lasted almost a year, but noth- 
ing could make him forget Mathilde, 
who patiently 
awaited. his re- 
turn, and when 
he returned he 
went first to the 
country house of 
his wife in Peter- 
hof, The grand 
passion was ever 
alive. 

The Czar now 
deemed the time 
ripe for the con- 
summation of his 
plans regarding 
the marriage of 
his son and heir. 

Again the 
Czarevitch’ was 
summiqned by his 
father and told 
he must marry 
Princess Alix. 
Again Nicholas 
refused. The po- 
litical magnates 
of the empire 
Strove to  con- 
vince the. obsti- 
nate Czarevitch 
that the interests 
of Russia and 
the dynasty made 
this marriage im- 
perative. Even his 
mother and the 
Grand Duke Con- 
stantin changed 
their attitude 
let. and told him he 


had to obey. And 
the Czarevitch played 
his last card. 

‘But I can’t,’’ he 
said. ‘I can’t mar- 
ry, even if I would. I 
am already married.” 

The Curator of the 
Holy Synod of Rus- 
sia, Pobiedonoscef, 
present at the mo- 
mentous’ discussion, 
was ready with his 
answer: 

“Your Imperial 
Highness is mistaken. 
The ceremony. at 
Kalisch was a mock- 
ery. The Holy Synod 
has already invalidat- 
ed that marriage.’’ 

The Czarevitch re- 
mained a week in se- 
clusion. He told 
everything to  Ma- 
thilde, who, contrary 
to his expectations, 
said to him, in her 
usual gentle manner, 
that he must do as 
he was commanded. 

A few days later 
Nicholas sent word to 
the Czar that he was 
ready. The  bride- 
elect was called to 
St. Petersburg, and, 
three weeks after- 
ward—two months 
before the death of 
Czar Alexander III— 
the Czarevitch led 
Princess Alix to the 
altar. 

His marriage idyll with the beautiful 
Mathilde was ended in fact but not in 
spirit. In his heart Nicholas still re- 
garded Mathilde as his rightful wife 
and constant love, and he continued 
to care for her more lavishly than 
ever. The premiere danseuse of the 
Imperial Ballet received a luxurious 
mansion in the Kammenoi Ostrow, the 
most fashionable section of the cap- 


ital, in close proximity to the Winter 


Palace. She also had an estate in the 
Caucasus and ae yearly income of 
$300,000. 

When Alexander III died and Nich- 
Olas II ascended the throne, Russia 
had two Czarinas: an official one, 
sharing the Emperor's palace, and an 
unofficial one, living in a private man- 
sion in the Kammenoi Ostrow. Subse- 
quent events showed that the unoffi- 
cial Czarina was no less powerful than 
the legitimate one. 3 


HE mansion of Mme. Mathilde 
Ksheshinska was equally near 
to the Winter Palace and the 
residence of Grand Duke _ Sergius 
Michailovitch. Every afternoon a court 
carriage bearing the arms of the im- 
perial dynasty drove up before the 
portal of Mathilde's residence, and the 
bearded doorman stood rigidly at at- 
tention while a slender young officer, 
wrapped in a fur-collared tunic, alight- 
ed and disappeared behind the heavy- 
curtained portico. There was no se- 
crecy about these daily visits. The 
Russian capital’s aristocratic society 
knew that the dancer's regular after- 
noon visitor was the Grand Duke Ser- 
gius, charged by the Czar with the 
duty of looking after the needs of 
Mme. Ksheshinska. 

There were, however, two davs of 
the week when the dancer's palace was 
closed to everybody except a mysteri- 
ous personage who was never seen at 
the artist's regular tea parties. On 
such days the palace was surrounded 
by a cordon of plain-clothes police.

The secret service men drew near the 
entrance when the carriage drove up, 
and the doorman bared his head at 
sight of the visitor—His Imperial] 
Majesty the Czar. | 

Despite his marriage and the ceres 
of empire after he had ascended the 
throne, Nicholas II could not forget 
the woman of his first grand pas- 
sion.. It was not youthful love which 
held the Czar. His passion changed 
to a deep and loyal friendship toward 
the mother of his two sons. Here, in 
the seclusion -of the dancer's home, 
he could be a private gentleman, un- 
troubled by affairs of state, unham- 
pered by court etiquette, unharassed 
by political intrigue. Here was one 
woman who did not fear him as the 
all-powerful Czar, who never. asked 
him for anything and with whom he 
could discuss the human events of 
everyday life the same as any one of 
his 160,000,000 subjects. Sometimes 
he would receive here a few intimate 
personal friends and play cards with 
them, rejoicing if he was able to win 
a few rubles. Being a ‘‘petit bour- 
geois’’ for a few hours a week was the 
greatest luxury of Czar Nicholas II, 
and he was grateful to the woman who 
made this possible for him. 


UT however carefully these 
B veces visits were guarded by 

the Czar, the secret leaked out, 
and court circles murmured about the 
underground government residing on 
the Kammenoi Ostrow, When a Min- 
ister was suddenly dismissed the cour- 
tiers saw the hand of Mathilde. 

In 1930 Mathilde Ksheshinska was 
at the height of her power. Her po 
sition in the ballet was a dominating 
one; she held the title of ‘Soloist to 
His Majesty the Czar,” and danced 
only when the Emperor commanded 
her to do so. Her fine art reached 
its highest peak and secured for her a 
unique professional position. Her ap- 
pearances were gala events. 

The regular visits of the Czar con- 
tinued, and well-informed court cir 
cles gossiped discreetly about the pos 
sibility of proclaiming the elder son 
of Mme. Ksheshinska heir to the 
throne. 

The secret government in the pairce 
on the Kammenoi Ostrow was exert- 
ing an influence greater than evef— 
when suddenly a sensational event put 
an end to Mathilde’s political power. 

On a bleak December -night 8€ 
cret service agents surrounded the 
mansion of Mathilde and demand 
ed admission in the name of the 
Czar. Protest was in vain. The agents 
rushed in and searched every corner 
of the palace. They were looking for 
certain documents, and they must see 
Mme. Ksheshinska’s jewelry. When the 
Grand Duke Sergius, who happened 
to be present, demanded an explana 
tion, the officer showed him a search 
warrant and told him that Mme. 
Ksheshinska was charged wit! having 
accepted bribes from the French am 
munition factory of Creuzot. The 
search, however, produced ni: tangible 
evidence against the dancer. An hour 
later the palace of Grand Duke Ser 
gius was searched. Rumor spoke of 
deportation of the dancer to Siberia, 
and the arrest of the Grand Duke Ser 
gius, but nothing of the kind hap 
pened. Grand Duke Sergius disap 
peared for a few months from the 
capital and his place in the ! ousehold 
of Mme. Ksheshinska was (taken by 
Grand Duke Andre Vladimiroviteh. 

Though the bribery accusation did 
not affect the dancer's position, and 
she contintied to enjoy the favor of 
the Czar, she seems to have felt the

HAD a hunch that 
something unusual 
was going to hap- 
pen. This wasnt 
because going up in 
a balloon was new 
to me. Although 
I had never taken 
part in a race, -lI 
had been up nu- 
tuerous times in free balloons, and had 
flown in both heavier than{air ma- 
chines and in dirigibles more or less 
constantly since I entered the army 
as a private in the aviation sec- 
tion of the Signal Corps during 
the war. 

On no other occasion did I have a 
feeling of apprehension like that 
which caused me, before going up-in 
the elimination race at Pittsbure, to 
make my will and write to my parents 
letters for delivery to them in case of 
my death. Lieutenant Paul Evert, 
with whom I went up, had not, in so 
far as I know, any such feeling. 
Hunches count for much with flyers. 
Whether they should or not, I don't 
know. Anyway, I, who had a bad 
One as to myself, escaped unhurt, 
while Evert, who had none, was 
killed. 

My free balloon training, aside from 
its military value, has been the most 
stimulating of my flying experiences. 
From the time I completed the pilot's 
course in ballooning, my greatest de- 
sire was to enter the national] elimi- 
netion balloon race and strive to win 
& place for the army. My wishes were 
Sratified unexpectedly when Lieuten- 
ant Evert, who was assigned as 
Pilot to one of the Air Corps bal- 
loons, asked me to accompany him 
Qs his aide. Lieutenant Evert had 
cOmpeted in last year’s race and was 
highly pleased with the opportunity of 
Sgain trying his luck. 


E ARRIVED at Pittsburg two 
Was» prior to the race. We were 
entertained gloriously by the 
committee in charge of arrangemente. 
When we got out of bed on the day 
Of the race, rain was falling and the 
tky was overcast. But by the time of 
Our Brrival at Bettie Field, the take- 
Off place, the sky was clearing and 
everybody was in good spirits. 

Evert and I-were flying U. 8. Army 
Balloon No. 8 and had drawn the 
Bumber three position in the take-off. 
This was almost directly in the center 
Of the field. We took this as a good 
Omen, so our enthusiasm rose as our 
bag was laid out and inflated. Evert 
had already set up in the basket his 
Tadio set and had rigged it with a 
Gouble antennae for direction finding 
€nd to enable him to pick up both

long -and short wave-length stations. 
It was by means of the receiving set 
that we hoped to be able to navigate at 
night or in fog. The set worked per- 
fectly and Evert was highly elat- 
ed over its efficiency. He was 


to listen in while I handled the 
balloon. 

We checked on the direction of the 
wind and found it to be slightly south 
of west, which should have taken us, 
had it continued so, into Northern 
New York, Maine or Canada. 

The monotony of the morning was 
broken, and that time heaviness which 
precedes a scheduled adventure was 
lightened, by the appear- 
ance over the field of 
the dirigible Los Angeles 
and the superb flying of 
three airplane pilots from 
the Army First Pursuit 
Group. 

There were 14  bai- 
loons, with two men to 
go up in each of them. 4 
Several of the men going 
up were old-timers in free

We younger chaps were gs 


much impressed by the 
matter-of-fact way the experienced 
racers went about the work of prepa- 
ration. None of us had a great 
deal to do during the morning 
and early afternoon. Information was 
exchanged freely and advice given. 

After breakfast, Evert and I! ate 
nothing except a couple of sandwiches 
that were washed Bown with soda wa- 
ter We looked longingly at the boun- 
tiful lunches sent out to the field by 
a Pittsburg hotel, but agreed to wait 
and have a combined luncheon and 
dinner in the air. 


HE last-minute weather dope 

Was given out at 4:30, a half- 

hour before the time for fhe 
take-offs. Scattered thunderstorme 
were forecast. This wasn't so good. 
for a free balloon collects static elec- 
tricity very readily. But a good bal- 
loonist always expects to mias any 
storms that may be around. 

The first balloon took off at ex- 
sctiy & Dp. Mm. It was piloted by 
William C. Naylor, chief engineer 
of the Stinson Aircraft Corpora- 
tion and an experienced balloonist 
Others were released at five-minute 
intervals. Our wait of 10 minutes aft- 
er the first one took off seemed very 
long. I had the same feeling as when 
waiting for the first whistle at a foot- 
ball game. Finally the starter came. 
A large crowd had collected. We had 
to clear its heads, so at the last mo- 
ment 60 pounds of our ballast had to 
be thrown off. Thus lightened, we rose 
a little faster than we had expected 
to. The altitude gauge showed 500 
feet quickly, then 1000, and then 
1500, and within a few moments after 
Jeaving the ground, 2100 feet, when 
we reached equilibrium. 

The balloon then took a general 
easterly direction at a speed of about 
10 miles an hour. The other balloons 
were north of us and at lower alti- 
tudes. We decided to stay up high 


and have our 

evening meal 
there at once. 

he sun, which 
had been shin- 

‘ng, dropped be- 
wind a cloud, with a cooling effect that 
caused the balloon to settle. The air 
was fine. We had been putting. the 
basket in order and making ready to 
nook up the radio set. We threw over 
some ballast and checked our descent 
at 300 feet. The wind was stronger 
here than higher up and we began to 
gain on the leaders. People were run- 
ning out of houses and waving and 
shouting greetings to us. We could 
hear them plainly. 

But the balloon wasn’t satisfied at 
the 300-foot level. It oscillated up and 
down, trying to select its own altitude. 
We didn't care how high we went, but 
we didn't want to go down. We kept 
up easily, go easily that at this point 
we finished our dinner. Everything 
seemed fine. Then a distant roar 
chilled our blood. It was thunder, 
the herald of a storm, the worst hag- 
ard for a free balloon 

“IT. guess we are in for it,’ said 
Evert. “Just the same thing we had 
last year.”” But he had ridden through 
last year’s storm to a happy ending, 
so we still counted on reaching a trout 
stream, far away. 


HE bag began to rise rapidly. 

and eshot up at a rate of 
500 feet a minute to an 
altitude of 2000 feet. There: the 
storm Was on for fair. It was rain- 
ing; otherwise a-deadly stillnese sur- 
rounded us. We had a creepy feeling. 
such as you have when on the’ brink 
of a fearful uncertainty. Then we be- 
gan to rise again, and faster, shooting 
up at the rate of over 1500 feet a min- 
ute, and going faster as we rose. There 
was a vivid flash of lightning and the 
clouds all about us glowed like a trop- 
ical sky at sunset. It wasn't beautiful, 
it was terrible. We were valving gas 
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to no avail. The bag came to a halt 
at 6000 feet and immediately began 
to drop almost as fast as it had risen. 
All was confusion. We regained equi- 
librium at 1000 feet, momentarily out 
of the clouds. 

“My God! Look there!’’ Evert ex- 
claimed. I looked in time to see a 
balloon falling out of the clouds at a 
rocket-like speed. It was strung out 
in the form of a colossal necktie. I 
saw it disappear behind a hill. 

‘T'll bet both of those poor fellows 
are done for,’ Evert remarked. One 
of them, Ward T. Van Orman, escaped, 
but suffered a broken leg. Walter W. 
Morton, the aide, was killed, it ig be- 
lieved, by a lightning bolt that ex- 
ploded the balloon. His head was 
crushed in the crash. Van Orman re- 
membered nothing from the time of 
the explosion in the air until he be- 
came conscious, alone and dazed, in 
the wreck on the ground. 


HINGS weren't very satisfac- 

tory with Evert and me at 1000 
feet, so we decided to get 

near the ground and cut loose our 
drag rope, which, acting as an 
automatic baliast, would keep us in 
touch with terra firma. Drag-roping 
is a fine part of free ballooning, and 
when conditions are good it yields a 
lot of fun. But when the rope is wet, 
as Ours was, it is dangerous frolicking, 
eepecially when carried on in an in- 
dustrial area like that around Pitts- 
burg. For, if high-tension wires be 
in its path, a wet drag rope may become 
the conductor of an electrical charge 
fatal to the balloon and ail init. But 
we descended and released the rope. 
We could see three other balloons scat- 
tered out within a mile of us. All 
were bouncing along close to the 
earth, as we began to do. One, proba- 
bly Captain Honeywell's, landed. The 
Captain was too old at the game to 
take further chances with the weather 
conditions. Evert and I still had hopes 
of making a success of the flight— 
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and of reaching a 
glamorous trout 
stream far away. 

Shortly after we 
dropped the drag 
rope, our basket hit 
the ground and both 
the loop and anten- 
nae of our radio set 
were knocked off. 
This put the set, 
which we had not 
used at all, out of 
business. On the 
next dip downward 
we threw the set 
overboard. Hence 
its only service was 
to Hghten the bal- 
loon and enable us 
to clear a dead tree 
Sa that might have 
punctured the bag. 
With a 26-to-30- 
mile wind blowing 
around us, this was 
real free ballooning. We were bumping 
into nearly everything along the coun- 
tryside, but, thanks to a good, stout 
bag, the collisions scarcely jarred us. 
Up we went again, and then began to 
settle on a farmhouse. But we righted 
ourselves sufficiently to skim the roof, 
then dropped again and just missed 
the top of a Ford car. 


HE sport was so exciting that 
we had forgotten the storm. But 
we remembered that there was 
one when we saw a parachute emerge 
from the clouds above us. The figure 
of a man dangled from the ‘chute. He 
was yelling at the top of his voice and 
kicking his feet wildiy, in apparent 
joy over being alive. This was Carl 
K. Wollam, pilot of the City of Cleve- 
land balloon and winner of the na- 
tional balloon race of 1924. His ca- 
pers in falling were genuinely heroic, 
being for the purpose of calling the at- 
tention of folk on the ground to his 
aide. who was falling with their shat- 
tered balloon. The bag had explodea 
when they were 7500 feet in the air. 
We saw the wrecked balloon, with the 
aide’s body hanging over the side of 
the basket, come to the ground in a 
heap. Wollam had tried to lift him 
out and let his ‘chute take him down. 
Luckily there hadn't been time 
enough, for the risk would have been 
enormous. The aide, John F. Cooper, 
came down unconscious with the col- 
lapsed balloon, which happened to act 
like a parachute, and escaped all in- 
jury exeept severe burns. We called 
to a far.uer to look after the fallen 
men and went on our way. 
Jumping over a hill we saw a 


small town ahead of ua. A high- 
tension electric line jumped as if 
by magic acrose our path. Over 


went a lot of ballast, but not soon 
enough to keep our drag rope 
from coming in contact with the 
wires. It looked as if we were on the 
verge of electrocution. There was a

We were at about 
1200 feet altitude before the ascent 
was checked. 


S THE balioon steadied there was 
A: deafening roar, like that of an 

explosion. Both of us went over, 
I on top of Evert, onto the bottom of 
the basket. My left leg and right arm 
were numb, as if asleep. But I was 
able to get to my feet quickly. Evert 
didn’t rise. I shook him and slapped 
his face, but there was no response. I! 
felt his pulse. Yes, I thought, he is 
alive. How could it kill him and not 
me? The balloon was burning at the 
top. I could smell the esmoke and 
could hear the sounds of commotion on 
the ground. The balloon was settling. 
It was due to explode. We must get 
out of here right now, I said to my- 
self, but how? We both had on seat 
type parachutes, but would Evert’s 
‘chute open if I ripped it from the bas- 
ket as I threw him overboard? No. 
Iam going to jump, said I to myself. 
Then, No, I had better not. When is 
that damned thing going to explode” 
We were falling faster. God, why 
doesn’t it explode and get it over with? 
Something—-maybe the “third pilot” 
who helps balloonists when in difficul- 
tles—warned me against using any of 
the measures of control that were 
available. If I had valved, an imme- 
diate explosion probably wouwid have 
been the result. If I had cut loose the 
appendix (the tube extending from the 
gas bag to the basket), descent would 
have been impeded. There came over 
me a feeling of confidence. I'll get 
down yet, said I to myself, but where 
will -I hit? I glanced at the 
rate-of-climb indicator and saw that 
we were falling 700 feet a minute. 
Pretty fast; but not bad. There's a 
stream. Can I make it? It will put 
out the fire and maybe prevent that 
explosion. Houses loomed in front of 
me. Can't land there. Everything ! 
could reach went overboard. It looked 
as if we would make it. 


BELIEVE that at about that point 
top of the bag burned out, for a 

second later I realized that we were 
on the ground on the bank of the 
stream. Luckily, the basket and bag 
landed separately. I crawled out. un- 
hurt, and bystanders helped me get 
Evert’s body out of the bag quickly. 
We tried artificial respiration while a 
doctor was coming. After an examina- 
tion, Dr. H. A. McMurray of Young- 
wood, Pennsylvania, pronounced Evert 
dead. The pilot evidently was killed 
instantly by the electrical charge that 
had knocked both of us down and set 
the bag on fire. A burned spot on his 
left shoulder showed where the charge 
had entered his body. 

The Youngwood Fire Department 
put out the fire and saved remnants 
of the balloon. In the home of Dr 
McMurray I was able to collect m: 
scattered thoughts—and, on doing so 
my first emotion was one of gratitude 
to the “third pilot,"’ protector of bal- 
loonists, for saving my life. Lieutenant 
Evert was much the better ballooniat: 
tre bag should have exploded: yet 
here was I alive and uninjured 

We were in the air about two hours 
and in that time we had, in some form 
ail the numerous, exciting and eren 
puzzling experiences that a free hba|}- 
loonist may encounter—including. for 
me, unaccountably good luck.

PRETTY -girl, a

bility of the resignation of Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, the Home Secretary; 
Sir Willlam Heywood, Chief Commis- 
sioner of the Metropolitan Police, and 
a number of underlings. 

The whole situation goes to prove 
the irrefutable truth of those lines 
from the ‘Pirates of Penzance’’: 
“When constabulary duty’s to be 
done, a policeman's lot is not a hap- 
py one.” 

The man in the case is Sir Leo 
Chiozza Money, noted economist, and 
the girl is Miss Irene Savidge, the 
daughter of a friend and associate of 
Sir Leo. 

Sir Leo, who was at one time secre- 
tary to Lloyd George, was sittine with 
Miss Savidge on a bench in Hyde Park. 

They were discussing some economic 
question, they say now, when, without 
giving any intimation of their ap- 
proach, two policemen came up and 
placed them under arrest. Of course. 
later, at the inquiry into the methods 
employed by the police, Miss Savidge 
did admit that there was a kiss—just 
one kiss. But it was a peck. a mere 
sign and symbol! of affection, and not 
@ passionate kiss, she said. 

The officers were rather rough in 
the manner in which they carried out 
the arrest and they dragged Sir Leo 
and Miss Savidge off to jail as though 
they had been a pair of common crim- 
inals. They were held at the police 
Station for an hour or more while Sir 
Leo telephoned about for bail and 
then, grudgingly, they were given their 
freedom. So summary was the ar- 
rest, Sir Leo says, that he was not 
even permitted to get in touch with a 
Witness to it—-the spectator who sub- 
sequently became the mysterious ‘‘man 
with the umbrella.” 


HE police give a slightly differ- 

ent version of the arrest. They 

Say Sir Leo cried out indignant- 
ly: “I am not the usual riffraff, I 
6M @ man of substance. For Gods 
sake let me go.’ Later Sir Leo got in 
touch with the Home Secretary, who 
expedited his release on bail. 

In police court on the following day 
they were charged with ‘‘behaving in 
& manner reasonably likely to offend 
against public decency in Hyde Park.” 
Sir Henry Curtis Bennett, one of the 
Most eminent of British lawyers. ap- 
peared to defend Miss Savidge, who is 
22 and engaged to be married, and Sir 
Leo, who is 5% and married. There 
Were delays and the case was put over 
for a time. 

When it was finally heard, Sir Leo 
and Miss Savidee appeared to enter 
indignant denials to the chargee. Even 
before Miss Savidee had a chance to 
Complete her testimony, however, the 
Magistrate of the Marlborough Police 
Court dismissed the case and assessed 
‘osts of $50 against the police. 

“IT think,” he said, “the case should 
hever have been brought and a great 
deal Of pain would have been spared 
the defendants.”

There 
were speeches in Commons denouncing 
the police for the way in which they 
had treated Sir Leo and Miss Savidge. 
Several newspapers recorded a high 
pitch of indignation, also 

It looked bad forthe police. Speak- 
ers in Parliament declared that there 
was absolutely no substantiation for 
the charge brought against Sir Leo 
nor any reason for the arrest. The 
storm grew in proportions, but even 
then it might have blown over with- 
out any too serious coneequences oF 
without jeopardizine the standing of 
anv high official! 


T THIS point, however. a deter- 
mined move was begun to make 


| the charge stand up and to de- 
velop evidence that would make tha 
arrest seem reasonable-——with the re- 
sult that what was a storm of indigna- 
tion has now become a cloudburst, 
Miss Savidge was again taken into 
custody—-virtuallvy kidnaped hy the 
police, friends of Sir Leo charge. She 
was questioned for five hours at Scot- 
land Yard, and warned, she charges, 
to sav nothing about the episode. Re- 


leased aeain, she collapsed. and on 
recovery, told her stor, of whet hap- 
pened during those five hours 


Miss Savidee charges that during 
that time she was forced to submit to 
the most third-degree 
methods at the hands of

tory where she is employed and was 
not even allowed to communicate with 
her mother to inform her of her 
whereabouts. She was not allowed to 
go to her home to change her coat. 
even thoueh the car in which she was 
being taken to Scotland Yard passed 
within a quarter-mile of her resi- 
dence. No woman police officer was 
present durine the five-hour examina- 
tion 

“Don't tell lies to us,’ Miss Savidge 
was told. “We know everything. ‘If 
you tell lies both you and Sir Leo will 
suffer.” 

A suggestion was made to her that 
she was not ‘officially’ engaged to be 
married. She replied with the name 
and address of the young man. The 
inspector who was cross-examining her 
retorted that he knew the young man 
and the address. 

She was asked if she had been prop- 
erly introduced to Sir Leo, and she 
replied that she had. by a girl in Al- 
bemarie street She was asked what 
presents she had received from Sir Leo 
and replied that she had once received 
a pair of gloves at Christmas. 

Questions were asked about her 
wardrobe and her income.

A great burst of cheering fol- 
lowed as he sat down, coming 
not only from the Laborites and 
Liberals but the Conservatives as well. 
Sir William Joyvnson-Hicks, the Home 
Secretary, and therefore responsible 
for the behavior of the police, arose 
to reply. He was obviously greatly 
agitated. He stated that Chief Inspec- 
tor Collins and the other officers in- 
volved in the examination denied in 
the strongest terms the charges Miss 
Savidge had made. 

“It is a quite definite challenge to 
the truth between the two sides,’ he 
said. “It is a very serious position in- 
deed. I have no hesitation in saying 
that no case has given me as Home 
Secretary such grave anxiety as this 
case—and still more in consequence 
of what Mr. Johnston has just stated. 

“If there is any truth in these alle- 
gations,” he added, leaning over with 
a pallid face to Mr. Johnston, “they 
are of a most damning character. 

Lengthy debate followed and the 
question of whether or not the two po- 
licemen who made the original arrest 
had perjured themselves at the police 


court trial was raised. Finally the 
Home Secretary agreed, when a unani- 
mous consent of the House was ob 
tained, to an impartial inquiry into 
the whole case by three Judges. 

Scenes nearly as stormy arose when 
the question came up several days 
later of the Judges to be named on 
the commission of inquiry. Lady Ags 
tor, Miss Wilkinson and a half-dozen 
other members insisted that at least 
ohe woman should be appointed to the 
commission. 

Miss Wilkinaon protested angrily at 
the shouts of “Order’’ and the derision 
which greeted this suggestion.

INALLY. however, the women

all of them distinguished in their re 
spective fields, are now vigorouels 
prosecuting the inquiry. 

Sir Leo, meanwhile, has not heen 
inactive. He has located the “man 
with the umbrella,” who is Leslie Wi! 
liam Hastings. Hastings hae made an 
extensive statement. on the circum 
stances surrounding the arrest whieh 
has not yet been made public 

Sir Leo and Miss Savidge are conf! 
dent of exoneration. Miss Savidge'« 
fiance has remained loyal to her 
through the ordeal, and so has &i: 
Leo’s wife. The police are less con- 
fident. A number of official head« 
are likely to be lopped off if the com- 
mission of inquiry finds the arrest wae 
unjustified. At least for the time be- 
ing there {se a marked laxity in the en- 
forcement of the park regulations and 
the Hirde Park benches have neve 
heen go popnuiar

IS name was Malakoff. He be- 
H once to one Cretin, a small 

jeweler who lived in the “Tem- 
ple” neighborhood of Paris, in the 
teventh decade of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.

the edge to make certain the water at 
that spot was deep enough for the pur- 
pose and that no boats were anchored 
below. 

As the man peered over the parapet 
his foot slipped on the slimy stone and 
down he went. With a splash and a 
howl he plunged headforemost into the 
fast-running river. The veterinary 
could not swim a stroke. None of the 
execution party dared risk life in the 
icy and. racing stream by diving in 
after him. 

But almost before the unhappy 
man’s body struck the water Malakoff 
sprang up, shaking off the half-tied

Just as the veterinary was sinking, 
Malakoff came alongside of him. He 
seized the man by the coat collar, 
keeping hie head and face above the 
surface, and struck out for the near- 
est dock. It was a hard swim, what 
with the fast current and the veteri- 
nary’s heavy weight and the dog's own 
hurts and exhaustion. 

But at last Malakoff struggled to 
the dock with his human burden. Fifty 
hands reached down to grasp man and 
dog and to drag them to safety. One 
spectator announced:
